Gentlemen: Your Administration of Justice Committee 
met in the Committee Room on January 27, 1950, and beg 
leave to report as follows:

We recommend: 


1. That four fluorescent lights be installed in the Law

Report of The Road Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Your Committee on County Roads beg leave 
to report as follows: 


The By-law passed at the January session proposing an 
expenditure of $332,106.30 was forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of Highways for their approval. This approval has 
been received and your Committee have used this amount 
as a basis for their estimates for the year 1950. 


Your Committee spent considerable time in inspecting 
the various roads and the condition of the same. The 
County Council also made an inspection of a considerable 
portion of the County System, and so have some knowledge 
of the bad conditions which exist. 


Due to the Spring break-up in 1944 it was necessary to 
apply 16.2 miles of Mulch Patches, at a cost of $76,538.00. 
The estimates for this year include 11.7 miles of Mulch 
Patches, at an estimated cost of $68,830.00. Estimates for 
Retreatements have been placed at $33,760.00. In the By- 
laxy passed in January of this year, $85,000.00 was set 
aside for bridge and culvert construction and maintenance. 
Your Committee have found it necessary to curtail this to 
amount to $55,000.00. Your Committee regret that it 
seems impossible to construct any new hard surfaced roads 
during this year on the County Road System. 


Your Committee respectfully submit the following estim- 
ates on the various roads for your approval:

Report of Sub-Committee on Reforestation 
of The General Administration Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


We found that all new planting last year took a big toll 
owing to the dry summer. On Plot 13 was the best stand 
as it took only 1,000 trees to replant 6 acres. On Plot No. 
11, where the fire was, it took 7,000 trees to plant it. Plot 
No. 9, 7,000 trees where the old gravel pit was. We had all 
the Scotch Pine cut and burned and it is all set now with 
red pine. We also decided to put a gate at the road and 
put up a sign, ‘No dumping.” On Plot No. 8 we decided 
to put on another lock and sign. Here there is a big fire 
hazard as some one has tried already to burn the garbage 
they drew in. We decided to put a gate and lock on Plot 
No. 8. People drive back on the fire guard to the creek and 
build fires and neglect to properly extinguish the fire. On 
Plot No. 14 it took 6,000 trees to replant it. On Plot No. 21 
there were so many trees out that we had to replant it 
again, which took 16,000 trees. The front is well away and 
a good stand. Plot No. 18 is quite a surprise. It is coming 
to life and shows quite a good stand, so your Committee 
recommends keeping it to see what it will do. 


We have visited all the Plots but one and we recommend 
putting a fire guard along the road of Plots Nos. 10, 11 and 
1. Plot No. 1 is ready now but we will have to wait until 
it dries out on Plots No. 10 and 11 as the ditches are full 
of water. 
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On Plot No. 1, where the timber was sold off, has all 
grown to brush and the last fall and winter has really taken 
a larger per cent of the trees. Those planted three years 
ago are dead now. We recommend putting a bulldozer in 
and cleaning it ready for planting next fall or spring.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY ASSESSOR 


Section 89a of The Assessment Act. 





To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: 


In preparing the report of the County Assessor for the 
year 1950 consideration was given to the fact that only six 
municipalities in the County had completed appraisals 
under county assessment schedules and only five municipal- 
ities had incorporated the appraisals in their 1949 assess- 
ment valuations. In the remaining seven municipalities 
the county assessment appraising has been progressing 
slowly. At the present time there is delay in completing the 
work of appraisal pending possible revision of the schedules 
of assessment. The original schedules respecting the as- 
sessment of tobacco farm lands and other specialized farm 
lands were revised downward in January, 1949, and the 
method of appraising tobacco farm lands is in appeal and 
under review before the Ontario Municipal Board. 


Your County Assessor has studied the appraisal cards 
prepared by the assessors in the various municipalities and 
has considered it advisable to use these appraisals in com- 
puting factors for equalizing assessments in the 1949 as- 
sessment rolls. An alternative method of equalization, 
namely the adding of the natural increase in assessment 
for the year to the 1949 equalized assessments would have 
also involved the computing of equalizing factors to inter- 
pret the increases in assessment in terms of a common basis 
of assessment. Of the two methods the former is consider- 
ed the more equitable and is the method used in the pre- 
paration of the report. 


The net taxable real property assessments for the year 
1949 have been taken for each municipality. In those muni- 
cipalities where county assessment appraisals have been 
completed, equalizing factors have been computed in rela- 
tion to the whole roll. In other municipalities, comparisons 
have been made between 1949 assessments and county 
appraisals, consideration also being given to the sampling 
of the appraisals to determine equalizing factors.
